With this condition of things «e arr 


told thil prosperity exists throughout 
the country: that !;b-ir is employed at 
good waev-s. and bu>inesj boominc— 
caused by the advance in the price of 
cervals from tbe foreign demand, *ad 
the advance In some other article*, 
from the effect of the Dingley bill. I 
leave the answer to all such state- 
ments, whether they be true or not. to 
the people of Ohio, to be decided at the 
ballut box next November.

From 
Biy Investigation, 1 find there is nothing 
in these questions than any man or wo- 
man of good intelligence cannot com- 
prehend and should not understand 
Fir-*!, take the tariff question The Re- 
publicans hax-e argued that consumers 
do not pay the duties that are levied 
upon imported goods, but since that 
question has been discussed, and the 
people Informed, there Is no one now 
who has the courage to contend that 
consumers do not pay all the duties up- 
on importfd goods, no matter how h'fitl 
or IOA they may be The right to levy 
taxes in any furm. either by the gen- 
er.il (jmernment, state or municipal, 
nu matter in what form assessed, does 
not exist except for the purpose of rais- 
ing revenue to pay the necessary and 
legitimate expenses rarefuliv prudent- 
ly and economically administered. 


In my opinion, the tariff question Is 


one that can be rightfully and honestly 
adjusted in the interests of the whole 
people. There are only two ways of 
raiding re\ciiue under our laws, one by . 
internal revenue, and the other, duties 
on imports 
After ascertaining the 


amount that car. lie raised from the In- 
ternal revenue tne balance should be 
levied in the form of duties, on imports 
x\ith a view to revenue .only, and ouicht 
to be levied upon luxuries (not prohib- 
itory) with th<- vi»w of raising the larg- 
est amount of revenue, and causing the 
burdens to fait chiefly upon the wealth 
of the country. To illustrate

™-*a.!thy r-cr.sumt—-fo!!»w this line <Jown 
until v-u ha'se raised the necessary 
amount to support and maintain the 
government 
Such a tariff 
would b« 


just &".d equitable to all classes, and 
would not make millionaires at the ex- 
pense of the pt'opie, as ha-i been the case 
under all tariff laws that have existed 
since the war 


In my experience In manufacturing 
in thu oast thirty year?. J have novel 
known a protected manufacturer to pay 
higher price* for common labor than 
an unprotected one worklmr the same 
class of labor «ide by side, but organ- 
ized and skilled labor in the various in- 
dustries, by reason of their organisa- 
tion, have been able to obtain higher 
wape* th.in they otherwise would have 
done had their organizations not ex- 
isted 
In the discussion uf the tariff ques-

On the question of state and munici- 


pal taxation ever} good citizen believes 
that great reforms are needed, and that 
corruption exist-s In many departments 
of some uf our larcer municipalities. 
The developments and exposures that 
are taking place in Cincinnati prove 
that the people's money Is being squan- 
dered by rings and combines. Such ac- 
tion should be taken to correct this that 
the public service m,iy be purified to 
the fullest extent, and every dollar of 
the people's money that is taken from 
them by taxation, •should brlnir e^ dol- 
lai in return, just as a private citizen 
in his individual business requires a 
dollar's worth (whether of commodi- 
ties or labor) he jflven him for every

History tells us that in the zenith and 
greatness of Rome, !>5 per cent, of r>er 
population held titles in lands and cul- 
tivated their own.

Not only did 
whole provinces (states) become 
the 
property of one man, but usury existed 
n so frightful a form that even the 
virtuous Brutus received 60 per cent. 
r the use of money." 
Colonel Heath tells us "that when 


Egypt diecl. ninety-seven per cent of 
her wealth centered in three per cent. 
of her population." 


Babylon's fall was caused by ninety- 
eight per cent, of her wealth centering 
:n two per cent of her people. Persia, 
the empire of a hundred and twenty- 
seven provinces, perished 
when one 
per cent, of her population had gob- 
bled up the wealth of the realm 


There is a constant warfare going 
on among tbe nations of Europe to get 
possession of gold. Of the supposed 
four billions used as money in ex- 
istence. England, France, Oermany, 
Austria, Spain, Italy and Russia, hold 
in the vaults of their Imperial banks 
seventeen hundred and forty-one mil- 
lions. 
In the last two years Russia 
alone has increased her holdings one 
hundred and seventy millions, and Aus- 
tria forty-three millions. 


The London Economist, in one of its 
issues says that by reason of. the de- 
monetization of silver their people were 
fifty million pounds sterling better off 
annually on the cereals, cotton and 
other things purchased from the west- 
ern hemisphere from 1891 to 1896, in- 
clusive, and if this be true, the people 
who sold them are that much poorer; 
and we furnished a, very large propor- 
tion of what they bought, making for 
the five years two hundred and fifty 
million pounds sterling, or about twelve 
hundred million dollars. 


The United states Mexico and Bolivia 


in three years, 1892. 1893 and 1S94, pro- 
duced three-quarters of all the silver 
of the world, as shown by the report of 
the director of the mint in 1895, and 
England purchased a large part of it. 
Is it any wonder she stands by the 
single gold standard and will continue 
to until compelled to let go. 


We read in history that when Solon 


took the reigns of government in Ath- 
ns he found the people were suffer- 
ing from debts and depression in busi- 
ness, and that almost every farm ancl 
home had a cornerstone placed to in- 
dicate that it was mortgaged, and upon 
investigation he found the cause to be 
the want of money and class legisla- 
tion 
He at once took measures to in- 
crease the currency and change the 
laws, and in a few years prosperity re- 
turned. the cornerstones disappeared, 
and the people were again prosperous 
and happy, but at a. later date, when 
other rulers came Into power, revers- 
ing his policy, the republic perished. 
when less than one per cent, of her 
wealth was distributed among ninety- 
five per cent, of her people. Shall the 
American republic go in the same man- 
ner by class legislation' 


In conclusion, I wish to impress upon 


you as strongly as possible the neces- 
sity of a pure ballot, for without it a 
true government of the people, by the 
people and foi the people cannot exist.

When the firemen arrived on the scene 
their hose were cut but the department 
worked plucldly, and with the assist- 
ance of a squad of police, ultimately 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames. 


The burning of the school created in- 


tense indignation here and the outrage 
was bitterly denounced. Every news- 
paper in the city in ringing editorials, 
has pledged themselves to support tha 
mayor in whatever action he may tabo 
to punish the culprits and carry into 
effect the original determination to es- 
tablish the yellow fever hospital in the 
Buregard school house. A committee 
during the day called on Mayor Flower 
to protest against the use of the build- 
Ing as a hospital. His honor fiercely 
denounced the outrage 01* burning the 
building;. He said that such occurcaco 
would do New Orleans mor» barm than 
all the yellow fever epidemic combined.

Antiquity of Albany. 


Few persons there are who think 


of the city of Albany as the oldest 
surviving European settlement in 
tho 13 original states. A local his- 
torian, however, claims that distinc- 
tion for the state capital. 
Albany 


was founded in 1C14 by the building 
of a substantial house by the fur 
traders on the island below the 
present city. A stockade and a 
moat surrounded the fur traders' 
house, which was garrisoned by 12 
men whoso equipment comprised 1& 
stone guns and one cannon. Three 
years later a fort was erected on the 
hill near the Kormaiibkill, or Pirt,t 
Kill, which was the name it then 
bore. 


Tho West Indian Trading company 


constructed a rude fort in 1623 and 
gave it the name of Fort Orange. 
The settlement grew tloivly, and in 
IG30 a large number of colonists ar- 
rived at Reosselaerwyck, then a do- 
main 4S miles broad, which extend- 
ed 24 miles on each side of the river, 
and was apportioned under the pa- 
troon system. The settlement was 
known as Beaverswyck in 1<53-1, and 
subsequently the name was changed 
to Williamstadt and the place as- 
sumed importance as the center of 
the fur trade in North America. 
The English obtained possession of 
the city in 16C4 and very soon after- 
ward gave the place its present 
name in honor of the Duke of York 
and Albany. In 1797 the city be- 
came the capital of the state.—New 
Yoik Times.

Been a lamentable Fall or*. 


The Dingley deficit destroyer appears 


to have slipped a cog. In the month of 
August, throughout which the new 
tariff VFS& in force, the deficit was $15,- 
000,000. This, it should be noted, was 
Beater than the deficit for any month 
under the Wilson tariff. In fact, it was 
over one-half the deficit for the second 
till year of the Wilson act 


The Diagley deficit for August •was 


in fact even greater than that which oc- 
curred in any month during the last 
rear of the McKinley tariff, which held 
he record up to this tima 


Never since the days of war financier- 


ing has the showing been so bad as last 
month. If continued at the same rate 
'or the rest of the fiscal year, the deficit 
would amount to $180,000,000. 


The significance of this will be readi- 


y perceived. Messrs. Dingley, Hamta 
tnd McKinley were going to stop the 
drain. "Down with deficits!" they 
cned. "The very first work of the gov- 
ernment is to bring revenues up to ex- 
lenditnres." Yet they have only re- 
ilaced the former deficits with deficits 
MI a grander scale.

Then they can sell bonds to replenish 
the supply.

Garlic. 


About three-quarters of the garlic 


used in this country is imported from 
Italy. It comes in hampers containing 
about 110 pounds each. Garlic is raised 
Ln this country in Connecticut, in 
Louisiana, in Tesas and in New Mexico. 
All garlic, both imported and Ameri- 
can, is pnt np in strings or bunches 
something like tho buuchea in which 
onions were onoe commonly sold in this 
country, but much longer. American 
garlic ia shipped in crates and barrels. 
Some from the far southwest comes in 
long cylindrical baskets. 


Garlic is sold by the pound or by the 


sii:Rlo bulb, which is sold for a penny. 
In its commercial form, whole and dry, 
garlic does not yield the strong smell 
for which it is famous. In a wholesale 
produce establishment, where garlic 
was stacked up in quantities, there was 
no noticeable odor from it, bt if one 
of the several smaller bulbs of which 
each root is composed, and which are 
called cloves of gtiriic, be broken off 
aud broken in two, the powerful odor 
becomes perceptible. 


Tho aggregate consumption 01 garlio 


in this country is large, and onr exports 
of it to South American countries, 
which inclndo American garlic and im- 
ported garlio rv»hipped, amount to 
enough to be. reckoned in tons.—New 
York So"

For many years—indeed, since the 


close of the civil war—it has been a 
standing joke among the paragraph- 
era and in variety theaters that the 
Confederate army was composed al- 
most wholly of staff officers, and 
that the number of colonels distrib- 
uted throughout the south and in 
the states of the southwest was ma- 
terially greater than the number of 
male adult civilians. It is certainly 
a fact, as all travelers attest, that 
;here are more colonels, majors and 
generals in the southern than in the 
lorthern states, and this is a fact, 
despite what is a matter of general 
knowledge, too, that the southern 
army 
was 
materially 
smaller 


hroughout the war than the north- 
ern forces. 


An explanation of the apparent 


anomaly has recently appeared in a 
statement which shows in detail 
hat the number of southern officers 
was relatively larger than the num- 
ber of northern officers during the 
civil war. The official Confederate 
army list shows one general in chief, 
lobert R Lee, and seven full gener- 
als, as follows: Cooper, Albert Sid- 
ney Johnston, Beauregard, Joseph 
3. Johnston. Smith, Bragg and 
Etood. The number of lieutenant 
;enerals in the Confederate army, 
itoiiewall Jackson, Hill, Early, 
iuckner, Wade Hampton and Qor- 
don among them, was 19, and there 
were besides 81 major generals and 
more than 200 brigadier generals. 
Phis was very much larger than the 
army roll in respect of staff officers 
on the Union side at a corresponding 
period. Before the establishment of 
the office of lieutenant general there 
were 4 major generals and 11 briga- 
dier generals in the regular army, 
iind 20 major generals and 150 brig- 
adier generals in the volunteer serv- 
ice. There was correspondingly a 
larger number of colonels and ma- 
jors in the southern than in the 
northern army, and the reason for 
this was to be found in the fact that 
the commands of southerners were 
generally smaller and more widely 
separated. 


The northern forces constituted 


the attacking army. The southern 
fortes after the battle of Gettys- 
burg were on tho defensive, and 
much of the conflict which contin- 
ued during the closing years of the 
strife was, so far as the southern 
men were engaged in it, of a desul- 
tory, guerrilla character. The serv- 
ices of sharpshooters, of email at- 
tacking columns, of commands or- 
ganized for foraging purposes or to 
cover a retreat, were in detail, and 
the commander of each detail took, 
by courtesy and under military us- 
age, a titlo as high in its way aa a 
northern commander would receive 
if in charge of a force perhaps eight 
or ten rimes larger. It is a well 
known fact that military men hav 
ing titles are as slow to surrender 
them and to forego their use as 
officeholders are to retire from the 
honors and emoluments of public 
station. The rulo "once a colonel, 
always a colonel" still prevails in 
the eouth, and it applies in like 
manner to generals, majors and cap- 
tains as well. 
A man who may 


have acted for a few hours perhaps 
at the head of a detachment as its 
colonel, though actually a corporal, 
has since the close of the war con- 
tinued to be known as colonel. —New 
York Sun._

trol of the canal, I can only answer that 
the matter is one of which I know 
nothing. It is scarcely probable that 
England would divulge, if the alleged 
fact lie a trno one, diplomatic secrets of 
such an extraordinary character and of 
such vital importance to the nations 
which would be affected by soch a 
course. 


"I have no donbt that the United 


States," continued the senator, "would, 
in case the necessity arose in such an 
instance or condition of affairs, insist 
upon her in t«roceanic treaty rights with 
Nicaragua, Coeta Rica and Honduras 
exactly as she would insist that ell other 
nations fulfill tho terms of their inter- 
national obligations. I am sure that 
there will be no difficulty, so far as the 
annexation treaty with Hawaii is con- 
cerned, in arriving at a prompt settle- 
ment of the minor details of that ques- 
tion. The major portion of the nuuntiat 
we may well consider as determined 
upon to the satisfaction of both parties 
to tho treaty, and ita ratification is 
merely a matter of course which will 
be disposed of as soon as ixmgross meets. 


"As to the necessity of an eitra ses- 


sion of oongmss for tho purpose of con- 
eiiln-ing tho annexation question, T can 
only say that, the objects to bo attained 
can b« arrived at without such a pro- 
ceeding. While the treaty, as drafted, 
docs not state which nation shall first 
ratify it. perhaps it would be iu a more 
convenient form for prompt notion by 
our senate if tlio Hawaiian government 
would signify its approval in that man- 
ner as Boon as possible. Bat even sup- 
posing that tho Hawaiian Kov^aum-nt 
srts it?: seal (>t approval upon it at th« 
•earliest feasible moment, it would hard- 
ly he n-ady for the United States senate 
to take it np before it.s rppular session 
iit?*t December. For this reason alone 
1 soe no possible demand for an extra 
session, and 1 therefore, consider an ox- 


j tra session not r. vc n a mere probability. ' '

They sup- 
JO6(-«1, very naturally, that the faiuoua 
regiment band and the typical or- 
chestra comprised all, or about all, 
hat Mexico had to send abroad, that 
hey fully represented the music of their 
country, and that they were probably 
considered prodigies in the land •whence 
they cama 


Such impressions are quickly dispel- 


led ia Mexico. Thtsumiweekly concerts 
a the Zocalo, the Alameda and the 
Ptoseo, in tb« capital, do not suffer in 
the least when the Mexican war depart- 
ment grants one of the mitjUary bands, 
even the best of them, leavavirf absence 
tor a tour in the United States. And aa 
lor the other cities of the republic, even 
inch comparatively isolated towns as 
Jalapa, Puebla, Oaxaca, Totaca, Chi- 
inahua, Morelia, and Guadalajara, each 
las at least one military band that 
would be likely to carry off the honors 
In any competition with the military 
Mmds of America. — Arthur Howard 
Soil in Lippincott'8. 


Indian* With Bine Eyes. 


One of tho mysteries of Mexico is pre- 


sented by the Maya Indians, who in- 
oabit the Sierra Madre mountains in 
the lower part of Sonora, They have 
Fair skins, blue eyes and light hair, and 
students of ethnology have always been 
puzzled to account for them. There is a 
tradition, however, that these Indians 
are the descendants of the crow and 
passengers of STiSwedish vessel wrecked 
on the Mexican coast centuries before 
Colnmbus discovered the new world, 
but this tradition is founded on noth- 
ing more substantial than a folklore 
tale current among them that their an- 
cestors came over the big salt water 
hundreds of moons ago.

Thoir near- 
est Indian neighbors are the Yn<|uis, 
and these two warlike tribes have reci- 
procity down to a fine jK'.iut. Each helps 
tho othrr when, tho Mexicans attack 
them.

Ot» of the wont fires the employes 


at tbe Solar reinaty have had to 
igbt for tome time occurred at that 
plant last evening, resulting in a lots 
of several thousand dollars to the 
Standard Oil Company. 
Tbe fire 


occurred at the acid works which 
are 
Isolated 
from 
the 
main 


plant at a point nearly half a mile 
distant to the southwest. The main 
building at these works, a brick 
structure, was completely gutted and 
several surrounding tanks and vats 
were destroyed before the flames 
were 
subdued 
and it was only 


by the hardest fighting npon tbe 
part of tbe employes that saved any 
part of tbe entire acid works from 
being swept away before tbe angry 
flame*. 


TBB rOC* WfOBTU SOUNDS. 


The fire originated in the boiler 


room at the plant shortly after 8 
o'clock, and by tbe time it was dts 
covered it had gained such headway 
that the few employes on duty at 
tbat point were powerless against it 
Word was hastily sent to a boiler 
house of the main plant and tbe 
lone shrieks of tbe fire whistle were 
toon heard for several miles around. 
The employes of the plant wbo were 
not already on duty 
responded 


promptly to the fire whistle's call, 
and several hundred people, includ- 
ing many spectators, were soon at 


o seaoe of the fire. Teams, wag 


ons and men harried in all directions 
and the successful manner in which 
tbe army of men were directed was 
remarkable. Picks, shovels, plows 
and a car load of bucket* were hauled 
to the scene and placed la the bands 
of the willing workmen in a very 
short time. One crowd of forty or 
Bfty men formed a bucket brigade, 
naif a dozen mounted tbe roof of a 
Frame structure ad joining tbe main 
building on tbe east, a doxen more 
stationed themselves on the steep 
descent at a near-by reservoir and 
(rackets of water were bacded up the 
line and passed up to tbe

with rapidity that proved a great 
service, for to the efforts of these men 
tbe saving of this structure and con- 
teats is due. 


At the south of tbe main building 


ind between it and a long row of 
Ugh wooden vats containing separat- 
ing acids and chemicals, several 
vale and tanks of inflanuble contents 
were located and their exterior 
was burning before the fire fighting

Soon another danger arose, for tbe

A message bad been 
sent to the central fire department 
asking for assistance and driver 
Ooates and fireman Boutaon bad re 
a ponded with the steamer, but the
